A PROMINENT

New York, .Apr. 19.— 
Rabbi Stephen Wise, 75- 
year-old Jewish leader, 
died here today. 


Born in Budapest, Mungary, 
on. March 17, 1047, Dr Wise warn 
brought ta the United States 
when « yenr old by his parents. 
His father was Dr Aaron Wise, 

‘who became m‘nister of the 
temple of Odeph Sholom In 
New York City. . 

Dr: Wise was cducoted In New 
York public schools and = at 
Columbia University. He began 
h's chrecr at the age of 12 when 
he was appointed one of the 
assistants to Dr Henry Jacobs, 
rabbi of Madison Avenue Syn- 
afogue. Within the year he be- 
senme head of the synagogue. 

He. was only 23 when he 
declined: the post of rabbi’ of 
the Temple El Emanucl, whose 
congregation was one of New 
York's richest. 


OWN SYNAGOGUE 


Instead, he decided to have a 
‘synagogue of his own and in 
1007 established -the “Free 
Synagogue” with the backing of 
Mr Henry Morgenthau - and 
other prominent New Yorkers. 
He had been «rabbi . of this 
organisation ever since then. 
Ito was organised as tt 
democratic group. with the 
rabbi given 
Jn his religious and soclal work. 

Dr Wise figured prominently 
In the Zionist movement after 
World War I. He was one of 
the founders of the Foundation 
‘of Ameriean Zionists and 
. throughout his career 9 was 
ardent spokesman for Zionism 
in the United States.

Arllsts ore.no 
longer content to live In a garret 
on bread and cheese and thelr 
dreams of Immortality. There 
is big money in advertising and 
poster designing, and = artists 
are only human. 


The London Transport Exccu- 
tive has ons big advantage over 
other commercial. advertisers— 
they do not expect, nor require, 
immediate returns. Thelr main 
concern {s‘to mace Mister 
Publie travel-consclous, They 
know, of course, that he cannot 
help but take a bus or tube 
train to work kn the morning and 
home again at night, but 
they don't want him to idle away 
his leisure time oat home. They 
want him to go out and about— 
by Underground, bus or tram. 


SUBTLE WAY — 


And they have hit on a very 
subtle way of enticing him out 
of doors. . In doing so, they 
have become one of the princi- 
pal sponsors of the better form 
of commercial urt. 


When a Londoner descends the 
escalator ‘in ao tube station and 
waits on a draughty platform 
for the train which will take 
him to a stuffy office he is in a 
receptive mood for tha  pro- 
paganda which aims to make him 
a lover of the wide open spaces, 
Therefore; where belter to dis~ 
piny a poster’ depicting Epping 
Forest in all its Springtime 
glory than on, the concave walls 
of a tube station? 


Mister Public sos this poster 
—or one of the chimpanzees In 
n London zoo—and decides to 
fake the missus and the kids 
for a ride . next weekend. 
Excellent! He has made up his

But what Mister Public doesn't 
know when he looks at these 
alluring posters Js that, as often 
as not, he is looking at the work 
of a famous artist. He is no art 
critic; he sces a picture and he

Not so London Transport.

E are famlliar with the all- 
important food part called 
It {s necessary in the 
dict not onlf for the repalr of 
worn-out tissues but for build~ 
ing-new.tissues :as_well._ When 
the body weight and strength: 
are threatencd by discpse, the 
quality of the diet is much 
more Important than the quan- 
tity or the caloric value, This is 
especially true in regard to the 
protcins. ; 
«The important proteins come 
from such foods us meat, milk, 
cus, beans, and peas. ‘It Is 
especially important to give the 
right type of protein foods in 
sufficient amounts in cases of 
injury or burns, following sur- 
gery, and during chronic or 
prolongerd infections. 
Not Proper Food 

The amount of protein in the. 
diet may be deficient because 
the food given ts not proper, 
or because cating is dimeult 
owing to age or to such con- 
ditions as ulcer of the stomach, 
“chronic kidney discase, or other 
illnesses. Sometimes, enough 
food Is eaten, but It is not taken 
up and uscd by the body be- 
cause of vomiting, diarrhoea, 
bowel infections, or liver diszase.

Commercial art ls exactly what 
Ils name suggests, The “high- 
brows" may scorn It becnus> of 
its undiszuised profit-melding 
motive, but it is becoming too 
big to ignore., Artists are no 
longer content to Ive Ina garret 
on bread and cheese and their 
dreams of immortality. — There 
is big money in advertising and 
poster designing, and artists 
are only human, 


‘The London Transport, Exccu- 
{ive has ons big advantage over 
other commercial advertisers 
they do not expect, nor require, 
Immediate returns, Thelr_ main 
concern {$s to make Mister 
Public travel-conscious. They 
know, of course, that he cannot 
help but take a bus or tube 
train to work in the morning and 
home again ot night, but 
they don’t want him to {dle away 
his leisure tims at home. They 
want him to go out and about— 
by Underground, bus or tram. 


SUBTLE ‘WAY 


And they ‘have hit on a‘very 
subtle way of enticing .hlm out 
of doors. In doing so, they 
have become one of the princl- 
pal spofisors of the better. form 
of commercial art.
